SACRAMENTO, Dec. 12.—Automobile registrations continue to 
be brisk and will set a new high mark this season, P. J. Tehaney,. 
superintendent of the State motor vehicle department, said recently. 
Receipts of the State motor vehicle department to date total $4,412,- 
667.57, representing a gain of $896,370.43 over receipts for a corre- 
sponding period last year. 

One of the largest gains has been in the number of chauffeurs 
licensed, due to the enforcement of the new law requiring the reg- 
istration of truck and delivery automobile drivers. Last year at 
this time only 12.376 chauffeurs had been licensed. The 1926 rec- 
ord is almost three times as large. totaling 33.413. 

The following shows the registrations from which the receipts 
are obtained: Automobiles, 460,411; motorcycles, 25.640; auto 
Gealers, 2968; motorcycle dealers, 181; chauffeurs, 84,418; trallers, 
1602; substitution autes, 62.943; substitution motorcycles, 1238.

The physical requirements of hogs also 
demand such chemicals as are found in 
meat. For the building of heavy, strong 
bones the bone composition of tankage, fn 
the opinion of many, furnishes material ip 
a more concentrated form than can be 
found in any other feed. Protein, such as 
contained in meat, aleo tends to so balance 
the grain ration that the fattening qualities 
of the carbohydrates in the grain are made 
more effective 

The crav of hogs for meat may be 
observed in t way they will attack the) 
carcass of an animal thrown into their pen. 
Many hogs will eat chickens, and some will 
even eat their own offspring. 

TANKAGE FIUAS A WANT. 

Many times animals have been cured of 
these last two very undesirable habits by 
feeding them tankage. This seems to dem- 
onstrate that these habits were net Ghused 
by a cannibalistic tendency, but merely by 
a craving for meat, caused by a physical 
condition created by an unbalanced feed. 

Tankage is seldom, if ever, fed alone. It 
should be fed with graim or other feeds.

One orchard of apricots in the Van Nuys 
section, which had never borne a commer 
cial crop and consequentiy had been a ios 
ing proposition, within one year after the 
adoption of this system trebled ite yield, 
according to records in the farm advisors 
office. One of the cases of the many rr 
corded, ie that of a six-yearaid apricot ar- 
chard in the vicinity of Owensmouth, > 
San Fernando Vailey, one-half of which Was 
pruned by the new system last year, the re 
mainder being ned by the usual system. 
The half by the ordinary system e- 
perienced practically a crop failure, where 
as the portion pruned according Ww the 
“long.” or Whitten system, as it is called 
on account of the fact that Dr. Whitten ie 
ite chief exponent and originator, this past 
year gave a yield of better than seven ‘ons 
te the acre, on six-yearold trees.

With peacnes and a certain few plume 
bearing principally on wood of the previous 
season's growth, somewhat more severe 
treatment is held to be necessery in order 
to stimulate production of a sufficient 
amount of sew growth to provide for the 
maximum crop of the next year. 

The working back to the new «eyetem of 
well-established orchards pruned for years 
according to the old system entails more 
or less care, as some breakaxe of lone 
branches is apt to oceur the first season 
unless a slight heading back is used. With 
newly set trees the new system has shown 
the beet results. Whereas it formerly was 
the custom to head back newly set trees at 
the time of planting to sixteen inches, ac- 
cording to the Whitten exstem, they are 
headed at thirty inches, 4 during the 
subsequent season the main branches are 
distributed to about eight inches apart. the 
remainder being repressed by pinching 
beck during April and May. The firet win- 
ter following planting these branches are 
headed back at a height of four to five feet. 
and from that time on no more heading 
back is practiced. The development cf the 
two scaffold lengths from each of the three 
primary branches is encoureced by the 
same thinning back process by which the 
tree frame work branches were formed. 
From that time on the pruning consists of 
thinning out rather than heading back 

The new system, Dr. Whitten asserta, is 
not only productive of stronger and larger 
trees but ts also cheaper. in sdditiun, it: 
results in the production of more fruit of 
better quality and more easily cathered. Its

SPRAYING FOR JUNE DROP. 

PORTERVILLE. — Dr. P. A. Donequet’s 
preliminary statement on June drop ef or 
anges, in which he sald a series of spraying 
experiments would be justified in further in- 
vestigation of this costly loss of fruit. hax 
resulted In numerous reports to his office 
which apparently would indicate that w«e 
of standard fungicides has resulted in ma- 
terial increase in the volume of fruit. One 
of the most striking {lustrations of the 
valve of spraying was given this year in the 
orchards of the Dry Bog Orange Company. 
of which J. P. Firth is the manager. Mr 
Firth started last spring on 4 programme 
of consistent epraying with the use of Kime 
sulphur and Bordeaux allernately. A block 
of about ten acres of the property was not 
treated. With this as a basis of compert- 
son, Mr. Firth says the spraying reeulted tn 
am increase of at least 20 por cent. in the 
output ef fruit. The cost of the work, which 
was done by regular orchard employees, was 
less than $6 peracre. Similar results have 
been reported from other and smaller 
tracts. While these reports would not 
necessarily indicate that fungus causes the 
June drop, and a «ingle experiment would 
mot prove that spraying will be uniformly 
successful in controlling the lows of fruft, 
the expense is so comparatively small, and 
the resulte have heen this year eo uniform- 
ly good, that spraying on oa much wider 
scale in all parts of the distri@ will an 
douMedly be undertaken next season.

firms in America was a pioneer in profit 


sharing, and has never had a strike. Now 
comes Lord Leverhulme, maker of the most 
w'dely and cleverly advertised Pnglish soap, 
and gives an interview in New York, in 
which he advocates “sweating the niuchine, 
not the man.” He justifies the six-hour day 
for workmen, and the twelve hour for ma- 
chinery. This schedule hw firm ha« deter- 
mined to introduce in its factories in 
Great Britain,. the United States, Canada 
and elsewhere, hoping thereby to profit 
their workmen as well as themselves. 

He declared his plan will prove eco 
nemically advantageous and profitable in 
any industry in which the-overhead charges 
for plant and equipment equal or exceed 
the wage bill. 

Describing the main features of the plan, 
end the long-established system of “co 
partnership” or profit-sharing in his several 
soap factories. Lord Leverhulme pointed ont 
that the scheme for hours must not be 
confounded with a flat six-hour day, but con- 
sisted in employing his working forces, men 
and women, in two shifts, each working on 


a thirty«ix bour a week basis, while the. 


machinery is kept going the full twelve 
hours a day. - 

The idea, be declared, was to get the 
greatest possible production out of the 
machinery, the expensive element in seap 
production. while grant'ng the working 
forces a shorter day, and greater opporte- 
nity for recreation end self-improvement. To 
this the titled English manufacturer added: 

“We want to Wear out our machinery as 
rapidly as possible. but to conserve our 
human material. It is an economic disad- 
vantage if a machine wears out under ex- 
treme production; an economic disadvan- 
tage if men and women are worn out by 
long hours.” 

Under the scheme the mornfhg shifts in 
the Leverhulme factories would work from 
7 te 1 o'clock, six days a week, the after 
noon shift working slightly longer hours, 
in order to gain the time for the customary 
British Saturday half-holiday. 

His hopes of introducing the plan last 
summer in his English factories had been 
defeated by the attitude of some labor 
unions, which feared the effects of increased 
production, and by existing factory laws in 
Eugiand, but he was confident that the plan 
would soon be in effect. and worl! justify 
itself, as mich of its earlier adventure into 
co-partnership had done. 

lt is encouraging to note the increasing 
nember of broad-minded men who recognize 
the fact that human beings are something 
more than machines, te be worked for all 
they are worth, and then scrapped. 
this thoughtless, selfish and shortsighted 
attitude that has contributed the main sup 
port to those who preach the wicked doc 
trine of class hatred. 

Commercialiem, while altogether 
mate, is too often based on greed and self- 
ishness. Manufacturers produce more than 
they can sell at home Then they fig’t for 
foreign markets. Battleships are sent out 
to settle a difficulty. and before the people 
real’xe it. two nations are at war. 

Yet note this: While fighting to place 
surplus products abroad, in normal times 
there are often millions at home whe cannot 
afford to buy these necessary preducts. 
Surely, a false system. 

When machinery was introduced, exch 
machine dving the work of hundreds of Men, 
it was bel eved that hours of labor would be 
decreased, and that the life of the working 
man would be made more human. Such has 
not been the enae. Labor in factories has 
become more *trenvous, more intensive, on- 
til now that the working classes ‘ave the 
power, they are demanding and geitine a 
chagne-—-and are naturally, in some cases, 
going to extremes.

Save the Birds. 


GIVE OUR LITTLE FEATHERED 
FRIENDS A PLACE TO LIVE 
THROUGH THE WINTER, 


Importance of providing nesting places 
“In these Gays of scientific forestry when 
every dead tree is condemned and every 
dead branch lopped off by the ‘tree doctor’ 
their natural nesting sites are rapidly disap- 
pearing.” Birds will move on unless they 
find plenty of nesting sites. Dr. A. A. Allen, 
the ornithologist, gives these rules: 

Slabs of wood with the bark adhering, 
rustic cedar or weathered boards shovld be 
used, not smoothly planed boards, for the 
more the pest boxes look like the old hol- 
low limb in the opehard or a hole fie «4 
fence post the more pleasing «ill & be to 
the eye of the bird. Green bark of 4 tree 
can be nafied together in the form of a 
cylinder. A bellow limb, a deserted wood 
pecker’s sest, or « Wock of wood hollowed 
out in the form of a woodpecker’s nest are 


good devices. Gourds make fine nests wrta . 


a hole of the proper size in one site, 
cleaned out and a small hole drilled in the 
bottom to drain out rain water. Tin cans 
may be painted or covered with bark. 
Chalk or starch boxes may be retnforced 
and used. 

Two tmportant points are the size and 
position of the opening. A round hole ts 
the best and, except in martin houses. 
should be cut abewe the middie line on one 
side and preferably about two inches fru™ 
the top. If there are not many sparrows 
or starlings about it will be better to make 
the openings in all boxes, except for the 
largest birds, ome and « half inches in 
diameter. This will admit birds up to the 
size of the blue bird and swallow. If spar- 
rows are numerous. however, one can keep 
them out of the boxes and admit the smalier 
species by making the opening one and « 
quarter inches in diameter. 

Piacing the bird houses is another point. 
If several boxes are put up they should be 
at least twenty4ive feet apart, as some 
hole-nesting birds are not socially inclined 
towards others. The best place for a box 
ie on a pole eight to twelve feet from the 
sround im an open space or at the edge of 
trees facing the open. A post ca the porch 
or the unshaded side of the house. the 
trunk of a large tree, a telegraph pole or «6 
high fence post are other places.
